Hy waseen 
zeer geleerde aerdrykskundige, sterrekun- 
dige en zeeman.— Hy zeilde in 1459 met 
een schip, bemand op order van ÏÍsabella, 
dochte van Jan de II. koning van Portugal, 
welke ten dien tyde gouvernante van Bour- 
gundie en Vlaanderen was. Hy ontdekte 
eerst Fajal met de daarby liggende eilan- 
den, de Azores genaamd, die voor langen 
tjd den naam van de Vlaamsche Eilanden 
droegen. Hy bewoonde twintig jaren lang 
die stad, waar hj eene kolonie van Vla- 
mingers ‘daarstelde, Acht jaren voor de 
onderneming van. Columbus, in 1484, ver- 
voegde hy zich in het geheim tot Jan den 
IL die een smaldeel uitruste, om hen alle 
soort van hulp te verleenen, Behens ont- 
dekte eerst Brasilie, drong door tot de 
straat van Magellaan, en bezocht het 
land door de Patagoniers bewoond. Hy 
maakte eene kaart van zjne ontdekking, 
leverde die den koning over, en zoud eene 
kopie naar Neurenberg, zjn geboortestad, 
waar het zelve nog wordt bewaard in de 
archieven van de stad.

Extract from the Caracas Gazette of the 
26th of February, 1817. 

_A letter, dated Head Quarters del Pilar 
the 10th of February 1817, from Don Pas- 
qual Real, the commander in chief of {he 
army of the East, to the governor and capt. 
general of Venezuela, says— 

_ That on the 7th, after having been in- 
formed of the position of Bolivar, who with 
1000 men and 6 pieces ef cannon had en- 
trenched himself in the House of Charity 


of Barcelona, he joined the division of 


Clarines under Manuel Bausa, Francisco 
Xinienes, and Francisco Tomas Morales, 
and resolved to make an attack on the city ; 
in which he succeeded sv far as to take 
possession of the Bridge, and to force the 
enemy, who lost -300 men between killed, 
wounded and missing, to return to their en- 
trenchment. In consequence of this ma- 
neeuvre the city of Barcelona is very closely 
besieged since the 10th, except by the 
road to Cumana. 

‘* On the 12th, the royal squadron on its 
return to ‘Cumana, attacked 4 vessels of 
the enemy cruizing off the hatbour of Bar- 
celona, and chased them on thore in the 
mouth of the river. 

«His excellency Pablo Morillo’s Head 
Quarters were on the 14th in the city of 
St. Fernando. When the Insurgents of 
Achagua (that is to say, the eight thousand 
men under Urdaneta, in whom Simon Bo- 
livar trusted so much) understood that 
news, they were terrified-and made-their 
escape into the woods on the other side of 
tte Arouca. His excellency is shortly ex- 


pected in the city of Calabozo. 


€ On the 6th instant, at one o’clock in 
the afternoon, Marino detached from 8 to 
200 men of his army, amongst whom were 
200 cavalry, to assist their brethren in Bar- 
eelona. On the 9th only 400 of them ar- 
rived, the others having disappeared in the 
mountains, as a proof of their inclination 
to the service. ‘The number of those Who 
r:mained at Cautaro is very much dimi- 
nished eitber by desertion or famine; they 
have returned to Cariaco and Cumanatoa 
where they wander about.—T'hus ended 
the siege ef Cumana, announced weth much 
pomp, but supported in a most disgraceful 
manner.” 


DISCOVERY OF AMERICA. 


In the last Number of the Magazine for 
the Sciences, Arts, and Letters, published 
in Dutch at Amsterdam, it is proved, from 
new documents that are very authentic, 
that it is not to Columbus or to Vespùtius 
that we owe the discovery of America, 
but to Martin Behens, a native of Nurem- 
berg, in Franconia. He was a most learn- 
ed geographier, astronomer, and navigator. 
He sailed in 1459 with a vessel equipped 
by the orders of Isabella, daughter of ohn 
Ii. King of Portugal, who was at that time 
Governess of Burgundy and Flanders. He 

rst discovered Fayal, with the adjacent is- 
ands called the Azores, which bore for a 
ON& Ume the name of the Islet of the Fe. 
ming. He inhabited for twenty years that 
City, Were he established a colony of Fle- 
mings— Eight years before the expedition 
of Columbus, in 1484, he secretly applied 
to John IL. who equipped a flotilla to give 
him all kinds of succours. Behens first dis= 


covered the Brazils, penetrated as far as 
the Straits of Magellan, and visited the 
country inhabited by the Patagonians. He 
made a map of his discoveries, delivered it 
to the king, and sent a copy of it to Nu- 
remberg, ais native city, where it is still 
preserved in the archives of the city. It was 
after the inspection of this map that Co- 


lumbus undertook his expedition—Jour- ,

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PRESIDENT S MESSAGE. 


Wichington, Dec. 3, 1816. 

This day, at 12 o'clock, the President of the 

nited States transmitted to both Houses of 
Congress Che following Message, by Mr. Todd, 
his Secretary :— 

Felfow- Citizens of the Senate, 

And of the House of Representatives, 

In reviewing the present state of our country, 
our attention cannot be withheld from the ef- 
fect produced by peculiar seasons, which have 
very generally impaired the ennual gifts of the 
earth, and threatened scarcity in particular dis- 
tricts. Sach, however, is the variety of soils, of 
climstes, and of products withia our extensive 
limits, that the aggregate resources for snb- 
sistence are more than sufficient for the aggre- 
gate wants. And asfar as an economy of con- 
sumption, more than vsval, may be necessary, 
our tbankfulgess is dae to Providence, for what 
is far more than a compensation, in the re- 
markable health which has distiguished the 
present year. in E 

Amidst the advantages which have succeed- 
ed the peace of Earope, and that of the United 
States with Great- Britain, in a general invigo- 
ration of industry amang us, and in the exten- 
sion of our commerce, the value of which is 
more and more disclosing itself to commercial 
nations, it is to be regretted that a depression 
is ezperienced by particular branches of our 
manafactures, and by a portion of our naviga-: 
tion. As the first proceeds, in an essential de- 
gree, from an ezcess of imported merchandige, 
wbich carries & check in its own tendency, the 
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cause, în its present extent, cannot be of ver? 
long duration. The evil wilt noe, however, be 
viewed by Congress, without a recolleetjan, 


‚that manufacturing establishments, if suffered 


to sink too low; or languish too long, may not 
revive, after the causes shall have ceased ; and 
that in the vicissitudes of human affairs, situa- 
tions may recar, in which a dependence an fo- 
reign Fesou:ces fot indispensable supplies may 
be among the. most serious embarrasments, 
The depressed state of cur navigation is ta be 
ascribe!, in a material degree, to its exclusion 
from the Colonial parts of the nation mast ex- 
tensitely convected with us in commerce, and 
from the indirect operation of that ezelusion. 
Previous to ihe late cenvention at London, 
between the United States und Great-Brituin, 
the :clatiye state of the navigation laws of the 
two countries, growing out of the treaty of 
794, had given to the British navigation a ma- 
terial advantage over the American, in the in- 
tercourse between the American ports and Bri- 
tish ports in Eocope. ‘The convention of Lan- 
don equalized the laws vf the two countries, re- 
lating to these ports; leaving the intercosrse 
between our ports and the ports of the British 
colonies subject, as before, to the respective 
regulations of the parties. ‘The British govern- 


ment enforcing new regulations, which prohibit 








ane. 


a trade between its colonies and the United 
States, sin American vegseis, whilst they permit 
a tisde in British vessels, the American navi- 
gution loses according!y 5 and the loss is aug- 
meuted by the advantage which is given to the 
British competition over the American, in the 
fuvigation between our ports, and British ports 
in Europe, by the crcuitous voyage, enjoyed 
by the one, and not enjoyed by the other, 

The reasonableness of tae rule of reciprociy, 
applied to one-brench of the commercial inteve 
course, has been pressed on our part, as equally 
applicable to bath bfanches; but it is ascer- 
tained, that the British cabinet deciïnes all ne- 
gociatian on the subject; with a disavowsl, 
however, of any disposition to view, in an un- 
friendly tight, whatever Countervailing regula- 
tions the United States may oppase to the re- 
gulations of which they complain. The wisdom 
of the Legisleture will decide on the course, 
which, under these circumstances, is presceribed 
by a joint regard to the amicabie relations be- 
tween the two nations, and to tlie just interests 
of the United States. : 


Thaeve the satisfaction to state, generalls, that 
we remain in amity with fofeigu powers. 


An oecv;rence hus, indeed, taken place i í 
Gulf of lexico, which, f senctioned by dE 
Spanish government; may make an exception 
as to that power. According to the report of 
our naval commander on that station, one of 
our publie armed vesseis was attacked br an 
overpowerìng force, under a Spanish comman- 
der, and the Á merican fiag, with the officers and 
crew; Insulted, ia a manner calling for prompt 
repsration. ‘This has been demanded.—In the 
meen lime, a frigate and smaller vessel of war 
have been ordered into that Gulf, for the pro- 
tection of our coïnmerce. It would be improper 
te omit, that the representative of his Catbolio 
majesty, in the United States, lost no time in 
giving tbe strongest assurances, that no hostile 
order could haye emanated from his govern- 
ment, and that it will be as reudy to do, as to 
expect, whatever the nature of tbe case, and the 
friendly relations of the two coontries, shall be 
foond to require. 

‘The posture of our affuirs with Algiers, at the 
present moment, is not known. Phe Dey, dra we 
ing pretezts from circumstarces. for which the: 
United Stutes were not answrralle, addressed a 
letter to this govern ment, declaring the treaty, 
last concluded with him, to have been annulled 
by our violation of it ; and presenting, as the al- 
ternstive of war, or « renewal of the f-rmer 
(reaty, wbieb stipulated, among other things 
an anpual tribute. The answer, with an er. 

Jicit declaration that the United States pre- 
Porred war to tribute, required tis recognition 
and observanee of the treaty last made, which 
abolisties tribute, and the slavery of our cap- 
tured citizens, ‘The result of the answer has 
not beeb received.— Should he renew his ware 
fare on OUF Commerce, we rely on tbe protec- 
tion it Will find in our naval force actually in 
the Medit:rranean, on s 

With the other Barbary States our affair 
have undergone no change. 

The Indian tribes within dar limits appear 
also disposed to remain at pesce. From seve- 
ratof them purchases of lands have been made, 
particularly (avourable to the wishes and seca- 
rity of our frontier settlements, as well us to 
the general interests of the nation. In some 
instances, the titles, though not sopported by 
due proof, and clesbing those of ope tribe with 
the claims of another, have been extinguished 
by double purchases ; the benevalent policy of 
the United States preferring the sugmented 
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expence to the hazard of doing injustice, or to 
the enforcement of justice against a feeble and 
untutored people, by means involving or thr-a- 
teging an effusion of blood [am happy to 
add, that the tranquiltity which has been res- 
tored among the tribes themselves, as well as 
between them and our cwa population, will 
favour the resumption of the work of civiliza- 
tion, which had made an encoarsging progress 
amang some tribes; and that the facility is 
increasing for extending that divided and indi- 
vidual ownership, Which ezists now in move 

able property only, to. the soil itself; and of 
thus estahlieshing, in the culture and improve- 
ment af it, the trae foundation for a transit 
from the habits of the savage to the arts and 
comforts of social life. 

As a subject of the highest importance to the 
national welfare, F must again earnestly recom- 
mend to the consideration of Congress e re-or- 
ganizstion of the Militia, oo à plan which will 
form it into classes, according to the periods of 
life more or less adupted to military services. 
An efficient miiitia is authorised and contem- 
plated by the Constitution, and required by the 
spirit and safety of a free government. The 
present organization of our militia is oniversalfy 
regarded as less efficient than it ought to be 
made ; and no organization can be better cal- 
enlated to give to it due force, than a classi- 
fication which will assign the foremost place in 
the defence of the country, to that portion of 
its citizens, whose activity and animatian best 
enabte them to rally to its standard. Bestdes 
the consideration, that a time of peace is the 
time when the change can be made with most 
convenience and equity, it will now be aided by 
the axperience of a recent war, in which the 
g ilitia levre <o interesting a part. 

Coagress will call to mind, that no adequate 
provision has yet been made for the uniformity 
of weights and measures, also contempluted by 
the Constitutian. The great utiiity of à stan- 
dard, fixed in its nature, and founded an the 
easy rule of decimal proportions, is safficiently 
obvious. — |t led the goverament, at an eariy 
stage, to preparator? steps for introducing it; 
and a completion of the work will be a just titie 
to the pub'ic gratitude, 

The importance, which f have attached to 
the establishment of a university within this 
district, on a scale and for objects worthy of the 
American pation, induces me to renew ny re- 
eommendation of iù to the faraurab!e conside- 
ration of Congress; and 1 particularly invite 
again their attention to the expedieney of er 
erting their eusting powers, and, where neces- 
sary, of resorting to the prescribed made of en- 
Varging them in erder to effectuate a compre- 
hensive system of raadsand canals, such as will 
have the effect of drawing more closeiy toge- 
ther every part of our country, by promoting 
jatercourse and improvements, and by increas- 
ing the share of every part ig the common stock, 
of national prosperity. 

Occurrences having tuken place which shew 
that the statutory provisions for the dispensa, 
tion of criminal justice, are deficient in relatiun 
both to places and to persons, under the ezelu- 
sive cognizance of the natianal authority, *D 
amendment of the law, embrasing such ca*®$, 
will merit the earlie:t attention of the Legislâ- 
tore. It will bea teasonable occasion also for 
ingoiring how far legislative interposition MAJ 
be further reqoisite in providing penalties Kor 
offences designated in the constitution or in the 
Statutes, and to which either no penalties &r€ 
ennezed, or none with sufficient certainty. And: 
1 submit to the wisdam of Congress, whether a 
more enlarged revisal of the criminal code be 
not erpedient, for the púrpose of mitigeting, i® 
certain cas°s, penalties which were adopted into 
it, antecedent to experiments and examples 
which justify and recommend a more lenient 
policy. 

The United States having been the first ta 
«bolish, within the extent of their aothority, the 
transportution of the natives of Africe inte 
slavery, by prohibiting the introduction © 
slaves, and by punishing their citizens partici- 
pating in the traffic, eannot but be gratified at 
the progress made by concurrent efforts © 
other nations, towards a general suppression 0 
so greatan evil. They must feel, at the same 
time, the greater solicitude to give the fullest 
efficacy to their own regulations. With that 
view the inter position of Congress appears to be 
required by the violations and evasions which, 
It Ìs suggested, are chargeabie on unworthy ci- 

hie ed “ha mingle in the Slave-Trade under 

Sealine da, and with foreign ports ; and hy 

B raies Tee Portations of slaves into the United 

Ï ‚ tarough adjoining ports und territories.

bject to Congress, with a full 

essurance of their disposition to apply all the 

i ppiy a 

remedy which can be afforded by an amend- 

tn law. Oe he regulations which were 

ke guard against abases of a kindred 


character, in the trade between the several 
States, ought also to be rendered more etfec- 
taal for their humane object. 

T'o these recommendations [ add, for the con- 
siteration of Congress, the erpediency of a re- 
modification of the Judiciary establish ment, and 
of an additional department in the Erecutive 
beunch of the government. . 

The ticst iscatled far by the scerding business 
which necessarily swells the duties af the Fe- 
deral Courts; and by the great and wrdening 
sp ce, within which justice is to be dispensed by 
them. The time seems to have arrived, which 
claims for members of the Supreme Court a 
relief from itinerary fatigues, mncomoatible, as 
well with the age which a portion of them will 
always have attained, as wit the researches 
and preparations which are due to their stations, 
ang vo the jucidical reputation ol their country ; 
and considerations equally wvagent require à 
more convenient orgunization-of the vubordi- 
nate trbunals, which may be accomplished 
without an objectionable increase of the num- 
ber or erpence of the Judges. 

T'heextent and variety of the Executive bu- 


siness, also accumulating with the progress of 


aur eauatry and its growing population, call for 
an additional department, to be charged with 
duties now overburden'ng other departments, 
and with such as have not been annezed to any 
department. 

fhe course of experience recommends as un- 
ather improvement in the Executive estxblish- 
ment, that the provision for the station af Attar- 
ney-General, whose residence at the seat of Go- 
veeninent, official connections with it, and ma- 
nagement of the public business before the Ju- 
diciary, preclude an eztensive participation in 
prafessiunal emoluments, be made more ade- 
quate to his services and relinquishments; and 
‚hat, with asview ta his reasonable accommo= 
dation, ad to a proper depository of his official 
opinions end proceedings, there be inc!uded in 
the provisions the usual appurtenances toa pu- 
blie offi ze. 

In drrecting the Legislative attention to the 
state of the finances, ic isa subject of great gre- 
ufication tu find, that, even within the short pe- 
riod. which has elapted sincetheretura of pesce, 
the revenne has far exceeded a!l the current 


demands upen the Treasury, and that, under 
any probabte diminution of ite future annaal 
product, which the vicissitudes of commerre 


may ocession, it will afford an ample fund far 
the eff-ctual and early extinguishment of the 
public debt. It has been estimated, that during 
the year 1818, the actual receipts of revenne 
at the ‘Freasury, including the balance at the 
commencentent of the yesr, and ezcluding the 
proceeds of Loans and Treasury Notes will 
amount to ab»ut the sum af forty-seven millions 
of dollars ; that during the saine years the ac- 
tual payments, at the Treasury, including the 
payment of arresragesof the War Department, 
as well as the payment of a considerable excess, 
beyond the annual appropriations, will amount 
to about the sum of thirty-eight millions of del- 
lars; and that consequently, at the close of the 
year, there will be a surplus in the Treasury 
of ahout the sum of nine millions of dollars. 
The operations of the treesury continue to be 
obstructed by d:fliculties, arising from the con- 
dition of the national currency; but they have, 
nevertheless, been, effectual, to # beneficial ex- 
tent, in the reduction of the public debt, and 
the establishment of the public credit. The 
floating debt of treasury notes und temporary 
loans will soon be. entirely discharged. The 
aggregate of the funded debt, composed of 
debts incurred during the wars of 1776 and of 
1812, has been estimated, with reference to the 
first of January next, ata sum not ezceeding 
one hundred and ten millions of dollars.— The 
ordinary annual expences of the government 
for the maintenance of all its institutions, civil, 
militarv, and naval, have been estimated at a 
sum less than twenty millions of dollars. And 
the permanent revenue, to be derived from all 
the existing soorces, has been estimated at « 
sum of about twenty five millions of dollars. 


„ Upon this generat view of the subject, it is ob- 
vious, that there is only, wanting, to the fiscal 
prosperity of the government, the restoration 
of an uniform medium of exchange. The re- 
sources and the feith of the nation, displayed in 
the system which Congress has established, en- 
sure respect and confidence hoth at home and 
abroad. The local accumulations of the revenue 
have already enabled the treasury to meet the 
public engagements in the local currency of most 
ofthe States; and it is expected that the same 
cause will pradsce the same effect throughout 
the Union. But, for the interests of the com- 
munity at large, as well as for the purposes of 
the treasury, it is essential that the nation should 
possess a currency of equal value, credit, and use, 
wherever it may circulate. The constitution has 
entrusted Congress exclusively with the power 
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af creating and regulating @ currency of that 
description ; aud the measures which were ta- 
ken during che last session, in execotion of the 
power, give evary pro:mise of success. ‘The bank 
of the United States has been organized onder 
auspices the mostfarourabte, and cannot fait to 
be an important guziliary to those measures. 

For a more enlarged view of the public fi- 
nances, with a view of the measures pursued by 
the treasury department, previous to the resig- 
nation of the late Secretary, [ transmit an ez- 
tract fram the last report of that officer. Con- 
gress will perceive in it ample graofs of the 
solid foundation on which the financial prospe- 
rity af the nation rests; and will do justice to 
the distinguished ability and successful exer- 
tions with which the duties ef the department 
were exccuted, doring « period remarkable for 
its difficulties and its peculiar perplezities. 

The period of my retiring from the publie 
service being at little distance, [ shall find no 
occasion more proper than the present for er- 
predsing to my fellow citigens my deep sense of 
the continued confidence and kind support 
which 1 have received from them. My grate- 
ful recotleetion of these distinguished marks of 
theìr favourable regard can never cease ; and, 
with the consciousness, that if T have not served 
my country with greater ability, 1 have served 
ie with a sincere devotion, will accompsoy me 
as & source of ufailing gratifications. 

Happily [ shall carry with me from the puh- 
lic theatre other sources, which those, who love 
their country most,ewill best appreciate. 1 shall 
behold it blessed with tranqu llity and prospe- 
vity at homes; and with peace and respect a- 
broad.— 1 can indulge the proud reflection, that 
the American people have reached in safety 
and success their fortieth year es an Tudepen- 
dent Nation ; that, for nearly an entire genera- 
tion, they have had experience of their present 
Constitution, the offspring of their undisturbed 
deliberations and of their free:chosce ; that thev 
have found i: to beer the trials of adverse as. 
well as prosperous circumstances, to contain 
in ils combinatioe af the federate and elective 
principles a reconcilemgnt of public strength 
with individua! liberty, of national power for 
the defence af national rights, with a security 
eguinst wars of injustice, of amsition, or of vain 
glany, in the fundamental provision which sub- 
jects all questions of war to tbe will of the na- 
tion itself, which is to pay its costs end feel its 
clemities. Nor is it less a peculiar telicity of 
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“this Constituton, sa dear to esull, that it is 


found to be capable, without losing its vital 
energies, of expanding itself over a spaciauster- 
ritory, with the incresse and ezrpansion of the 
community for whose benefit it was est blished, 

And may l not be allowed to add te this gra- 
tifying spect, le, that T shall read in the cha- 
racter of the American people, in their devo- 
tion to true liberty, and to the Constitution 
which is its palladium, sure presages, that the 
destined career of my country will exhibit a 
government pursuing the public good as its sole 
object, and regulating its means by the great 
principles conseerated in its charter, and by 
those mora! principles to which they are so well 
allied: A government which watches over the 

urity of elections, the freedom of speech and 
of the press, the trial by Jury, and the equal in- 
terdict &gainst encroachments and compacts 
between religion and the State, which main- 
tains inviolably the maxims of public faith, the 
security of persons and property, and encou- 
rages in every authorized mode that general 
diffusion of knowledge, which guarantees to 
public liberty its permanency, and to those who 
possess the blessing the true enjoyment of it ; 
a goverament which avoids intrusions on the 
internal repose of other hations, and repels 
them from its own ; which does justice to all na- 
tions With a readiness equal to the firmness 
witb which it requires justice from them ; and 
which, Wbilst it refines its domestic code from 
every ingredient not congenial with tbe precepts 
of sn enlightened age, and the sentimente of « 
virtuous people, seeks, by appcals to reason, 
and by its liberal eramples, to infose into the 
law, which governs the civilized world, @ spirit 
which Mey diminish the frequency, or circum- 
scribe the calamities, of war, and meliorate the 
socisl end beneficent relations of peace; 8 go- 
vernment, in a word, whose conduct, within and 
without, May bespeak the most noble of all 
ambitions, that of promoting peace on earth, 
and good will to man. 

These vontemplations, sweetening the rem. 
nant of My days, will animate my prayers for 
the happiness of my beloved country, and a per- 

etuity of the institutions under which it is en= 
joyed.
